ham for an “ everlasting possession.” The two great facts are very similar— 
one may be considered typical of the other. The course pursued by the 
United States toward vs, is indeed in spirit like that which was pursued by the 
autocratic Pharaohs toward our forefathers. We ask Congress for bread, they 
give us a stone; we ask for fish, they give us a scorpion. What greater 
indignity can a government show to its loyal citizens than to force upon them 
officers not of their own choice? It were as consistent that New York should 
be governed by men of Chicago, as for Utah to be governed by men sent from 
Washington. . If Congress has.the power—the right it has not—to select men 
to office for the Territories, it ought to manifest its discretion and select men 
in, and of the Territories, to fill all offices in the gift (J) of the Federal Power, 
where suitable men can be found, as is the case in Utah, where hundreds of 
men are well qualified to fill any government appointment with satisfaction to 
their fellow-citizens and honor to the nation. 


’ 
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If the government will do us no good, it would be well for them to cease 
from their efforts to do us evil. If they have a desire to redeem themselves, 
let them repeal the Anti-polygamy bill of ’62, and encourage State legislators to 
pass laws legalizing polygyny for citizens believing it to be of divine origin, 
and commanded by God to practice the same as a part of their religion. We 
do mot ask fox favors but for our rights, and for protection in the free exercise 
of those rights while we form an integral part of your Great Federation. 
There is no occasion for an exclusive and suspicious policy to be pursued 


towards us, Weare a liberal people. We are true men. Our institutions, 


when tested in the crucible of truth, will, like the fine gold, shine brighter and 
brighter, and commend themselves to the highest order of civilized man. We 
solicit investigation. We maintain that our principles will bear the strictest 
acrutiny, aud that our loyalty to our government has been without exception 
the genuine patriotism of true and noble patriots. 

For twenty-eight years the Latter-day Saints have enjoyed a , home in the 
Rocky Mountains. Aside from the trouble caused us by the presence of meanly 
officious Federal officials much of the time, operating like the deadly Upas in 
our midst, we havo been a happy and a prosperous people. The hand of an 
Almighty ‘Providence has been over us, and divine wisdom has checked and 
exposed the cunning of opponents at many points. From time to time noble 
Gamaliels have arison in defencs of our rights. They have not said as the 
Government once said through its Chief Magistrate, Your cause is just, but 
we can do nothing for you ;” but with loud voice have proclaimed in the name 
of liberty, ‘‘ Ye men of ‘ America,’ take heed to yourselves what ye intend to 
do as touching these men. Let them alone: for if this counsel or this work 
be of men, it will come to nought: But if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow 
it, lest haply ye be found even to fight against God.“. It is a fearful 
thing to be found in battle array against the AtmIcHTY. *

worms. The cocoons are worth $2.50 a pound, and the reeled silk $5.00, and 
she purposes reeling it herself. This is but another proof of the adaptability of 
the climate of Utah for silk growing.
